If Henry Kaiser’s steel plant 
east of Upland is to be expand- 
ed, his aides at the Fontana of- 
fice know nothing of the plans. 

Walter Farrell, attorney at the | 
office, said this morning that any 
reports of expansion are unfound- 
ed, or at least only in the “talk- 
ing stage’. 

From time to time reports are 
received by The Upland News that 
the Kaiser company has acquired 
additional acreage west of Eti- 
wanda avenue as a site for an ad-

ditional unit to the gigantic pro- | 


ject. 

Apparently there is some serious 
thought being given to a propos- 
ed plan to expand the plant. 
Henry J. Kaiser, the nation’s No. 1 
industrialist, is reported to have 
said this in Oakland yesterday: 

“The war production board has 
assured me that I will be permit- 
ted to expend $78,000,000 more on 
the Fontana plant.” 

At the Same time Mr. Kaiser 
expressed regret that the board 
had not formally approved the ap- 
propriation. The board has al- 
ready granted $57,000,000 for the 
unit that is now being erected. 

In commenting on Mr. Kaiser’s 
Oakland report, Mr. Farrell, his 
legal representative at Fontana, 
said: ‘That is all we know about 
it." 

He was emphatic in stating that 
no additional land has been ob- 
tained for an additional plant. 

At present Mr. Kaiser said his 
shipyards were dependent on east- 
ern steel mills for shapes, beams, 
angles and channels, and that he 
was short of channels now, “In 
other words,” he continued, “we 
must have an. integrated plant. 
It's got to go through. My Fon- 
tana plant must be enlarged to 
permit production of structural 
steel, auxiliary steel products and 
high grade alloy.”

Sgt. John Heinecke 
Helps Blast German 
Planes Over France 





If Germans could read the real 
news of the war, they might 
well ask, “Where is Upland, 
California?” for in addition to 
Lt. Gene Fetrow, another Up- 
lander figured in overwhelming- 
ly successful air raids by Amer- 
ican fliers over northern France 
on Friday. 

He is Sgt. John B. Heinecke, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Hein- 
ecke, and is a tail gunner in a 
flying fortress, who with his 
ship took part in a flying fort- 
ress raid which accounted for 
the destruction of 13 German 
Focke-Wulf 190’s.. He was one 
of 17 Californians to participate 
in the raid, one other of whom 
was Sgt. Howard L. North, San 
Bernardino. 

Previously serving with Unit- 
ed States Marines, Heinecke en- 
listed in the army upon the out- 
break of the European war. Be- 
lieved by his parents to be in 
England since his departure 
from this country last July, 
their first positive knowledge 
concerning his whereabouts 
came with news of Friday’s raid. 

So European war news con- 
tinues to come closer to home, 
with Uplanders taking the 
measure of the Germans in the 
skies and making their mark 
where it counts most.

RED CROSS OFFICIAL 
EXPLAINS CAMP DAY 
ROOM NECESSITIES 


Explanation of needs and means 
for securing furnishings for army 
camp day rooms was explained 
and discussed at length before the 
members of the Upland Rotary 
club and more than a score of 
guests. representing Upland and 

| Foothill organizations, by Frank- 
lin K. Voyt, field director for the 
American Red Cross, who appear- 
ed as the luncheon speaker. 

The USO takes care of soldiers 
outside the camps, while the camp 
day rooms accommodate those 
who cannot go on leave, the for- 
mer being but 15 per cent, while 
ithe latter represent 85 per cent 
of camp personnel, it was pointed 
out by Mr. Voyt. He explained 
; that the Red Cross is the only or- 
ganization which is authorized to 
work in and with camps. 

The need right at the present 
moment is very great for adequate 
day room furnishings in many 
camps in this area, Mr. Voyt said. 
He stressed the fact that, without 
furnished day rooms, soldiers have 
no place to spend their leisure 
| hours when they have no passes. 

The instance of a general who 
was a staunch disciplinarian, was 
cited to prove the value of the 
day rooms.

It is fitting to talk with the people of the community to- 


day about a common enterprise—your newspaper, The Up- 
land News, This is your newspaper. Every individual and 
every family in the community is vitally affected by what 


your newspaper says or does not say. Your newspaper at- 


feets every organization, large or small. It very definitely 
y bn ” . 


affects the community as a whole. 

This is National Newspaper week, an opportune time for 
the custodian of your newspaper to reiterate some of the 
policies that are observed and to discuss in general the man- 
agement of your newspaper. 


A self-imposed censorship is in effect. For example, 
suicides are seldom mentioned. Divorces may occur here, 
but that is not for us to report. As a general policy, we think 
it advisable to omit those items from your local newspaper. 
Often times, it is the innocent parties who are hurt by put- 
ting such news into print, and for their sake, those items are 


omitted. 


There are other self-imposed restrictions. Of course, 
names of juveniles becoming involved with the law are never 
published. Drunks are too common to even put their names 
in the paper. Drunk drivers, however, are dangerous peo- 
ple. When they are arrested, we believe their apprehension 
should be publicly recorded. 


Crime news is seldom featured in your local newspaper. 
Individuals becoming involved with the law in lesser infrac- 
tions are tréated with kindness and consideration. 


We, therefore, admit that a self-imposed censorship is in 
effect on your local newspaper. We do not publish matters 
that are contrary to what we consider the best interests of 
the community. 


At the same time, we believe there is a confidence exist- 
ing between the people of the community and the newspaper 
staff. The people expect us to keep them fully informed, 
in reporting all phases of their community life, in giving an 
analysis of their governmental agencies, and of providing 
them with a true and fair picture of all that goes on in their 
community. 

A trust is imposed upon a newspaperman. It is his duty 
to report the news accurately and impartially, to be a friend 
of all people in all classes, to carefully paint a true word pic- 
ture of today’s events, which become tomorrow’s history. 

By and large we deal with human beings and record their 
successes and failures and daily activities. As such, there 
are only very rare occasions when news must be omitted for 
the common good. 

Your newpaper is your eommunity’s display window, the 
front door of your city and the spokesman for your interests. 

As the representative of your community, the newspaper 
reflects the spirit in the community. In a sense, the commun- 
ity is judged by its newspaper. 

We make mistakes, typographical and otherwise. May 
we hasten to add, however, that you may know of the mis- 
takes we make but you do not know of the effort that is 
made to avoid mistakes. From the mechanical standpoint 
alone, there are approximately 26,000 opportunities for a 
misspelled word on every page of this newspaper. Even be- 
fore a news story is ever written, there often are times when 


a considerable amount of checking and investigating is 
necessary. Furthermore, it is necessary for us to know the 


mames and initials of practically everyone in the commun- 
ity; to know their relationships, if they are married, di- 
voreed; if they have any children; what they do for a liv- 
ing and what positions they hold, ete. If we don’t know all 
of that or don’t find out, well, we might make a mistake. 

An institution dies when its usefulness ends. The only 
excuse for the existence of a newspaper is that newspaper’s 
service to its people. 

We keenly feel the responsibility that rests upon the 
person who is the custodian of your newspaper. 

Our constant aim is to serve the best interests of the peo- 
ple in this community.
